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West End Boys’ Club

The Upland City Council 
tentatively accepted a $17.9 million 
budget for 1980-81 at a final public 
hearing on the subject Monday 
night. 

Formal adoption is expected at 
the next regularly scheduled 
meeting on July 7. 

The amounts appropriated in the 
draft do not reflect the effects of 
meet and confer sessions with city 
employees currently under way, or 
potential changes in city retirement 
benefits proposed by a group of 
former city employees. 

On the final night of public 
hearings, the council reviewed 
potential uses for general federal 
revenue sharing funds. 

Most of the $329,904 is generally 
appropriated to the city police and 
fire departments, with a small 
portion going toward organizational 
requests. 

The council appropriated $14,085 
to 13 local cultural and public 
service organizations, an increase 
of 39 percent over last year’s 
apportionment. 

The largest amount of money was 
earmarked for the financially 
troubled West End Boys’ Club, Inc., 
a total of $3,200. The council 
stipulated that the money should be 
doled out at a rate of $800 per 
quarter. 


George Conward, executive 
director of the Boys Club, was 
pleased with the council’s action. 

“They gave us a very favorable 
response,’ he said. ‘‘]. am 
optimistic. I hope things materialize 
the way they look now.” 

Conward said he will make other 
appeals to foundations in. the area 
and possibily to the Ontario City 


Council. 

“We're moving in the right 
direction,” he said, ‘‘but we’re still 
going to need more money to 
continue on.”’ 

Other organizations and the 
amount. appropriated. includes: 
Chaffey Communities Cultural 
Center, $1,750; Wayne Fanning 
Alcohol Education Program, $1,500; 
West End Opera Assocation, $1,500; 
West End Symphony Association, 
$1,400; and the Suicide and Crisis

Intervention Service, $1,000. 

Clubs and organizations receiving 
less than $1,000 include: Los Olivos 
Community Center, $710, Reach 
Out West End, $600; Upland Animal 
Facility, $600; Town Affiliation 
Association, $550; Valley Oratorio 

_ Society, $500; We Turn In Pushers , 
$500: and AZTLAN Community 
Services of Upland, $275. 

Each of the organizations 
requesting money recieved an 
appropriation, although seven had to 


settle for less than the amount 
requested. 

The council followed staff 
recommendations for each group 
except for upping the amount for the 
cultural center, opera and 
symphony associations. 

Mayor John McCarthy also asked 
that the council to earmark $15,000 
for celebration of the city’s 75th 
anniversary next May, which 
Councilmen Al Canestro and Frank 
Carpenter have agreed to help plan. 

‘“T’m asking to approve this 
amount, and then hope we 
underspend it,’’ said McCarthy. The 
council agreed, adding they hope 
that much of the cost could be 
covered by community groups and 
fund-raisers. 

A letter signed by five former city 
employees asked the council to 
appropriate funds from the general 
revenue sharing fund to improve 
what they called outdated 
retirement benefits. 


D.A/s office selected to run 
crime victim, witness aid program

With time running out, the county 
Board of Supervisors Monday nam- 
ed the district attorney’s office as 
the agency to run the county’s 
program for assisting victims and 
witnesses of crimes. 

The action. two days before the 
deadline for seeking state funds, 
ended an intragovernmental tug-of- 
war between the district attorney's 
office and Probation Department 
over which would be in charge of the 
program. 


Supervisors voted 4-1 to place the 
district attorney's office in charge. 
Dennis Hansberger cast the only 
dissenting vote 


The county is expected to receive 
about $101,250 for the program dur- 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 1 
and another $108,500 during 1981-82. 


The board faced what it termed a 
difficult choice because state law, 
SB 383, limits the county to one 
application for funding and a ‘‘ma- 
jor provider agency’ to administer 
the program. 

Currently, the Probation Depart- 
ment runs the county’s program for 
assisting victims of crimes, and the 
district attorney’s office is in charge 
of witness assistance. 

Supervisors discussed the issue 
June 16 and scheduled another hear- 
ing Monday in hopes that District 
Attorney Jim Cramer and Chief 
Probation Officer Jerry Hill could 
work out a compromise with Bob 
Rigney, assistant county ad- 
ministrative officer. 

In the end, the board went along 
with the staff recommendation 
presented a week ago. 

Cramer told the board, “I believe 
that the underlying basis for this dis- 


Youngest in country

At 26. Xenia ‘‘Sam” Szabo is the youngest executive 
director of any housing authority in the country. 

Despite her youth and easygoing manner, Szabo brings 
seven years experience to the job and says her age has 
been neither a liability or an asset. 

She was appointed executive director of the Upland 
Housing Authority April 16, filling the vacancy left after 
Gus Ramos accepted a position in Riverside County. 

During her stint with the housing authority, Szabo has 
filled nearly all roles in the small office. 

She began in 1973 as a clerk cashier, choosing the post 
over several others offered to her. 

“The whole idea of the housing authority appealed to 
me,” she says, ‘‘and I thought it would be interesting to 
learn more about it.” 

As she became more familiar with the program, 
funded by the federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, her duties expanded. She eventually put 
together the application for Section 8 funds, and once the 
monies began coming in, worked closely with the 
program. 

“T more or less did what would fall under the job title 
of ‘deputy director,’ except we had no such position 


officially,” she said. ‘‘Even before Gus (Ramos) left, I 
was getting to do many of the director’s duties when he 
was out of town.”’ 

Szabo attended an intensive one-week course, and 
earned the title of certified housing manager in 1978 
from the National Cer.ter for Housing Management, Inc. 
She attended workshops on housing, management and

other skills needed to run an office. 

The housing authority administers the Los Olivos 
housing project in Upland, the home of 458 people. 

Another 358 units have been located in the city for the 
Section 8 Rental Assistance program which helps 
families, seniors and the handicapped to find rental units 
in ‘‘decently. safe and sanitary condition” at a price not 
to exceed 25 percent of the applicant’s gross income. 

A modernization project, geared to update the 
community center in Los Olivos, is due for completion in 
September. The improvements will add a small 
gymnasium, two preschool rooms and arts and crafts 
facilities for residents in the project. 

It’s been a busy year for Szabo. In March, only 45 days 
before starting the new job, she had her first child, 
Brian. She lives with her husband, John, in Riverside. 

Although she harbors no real fondness for the drive 
from Riverside to Upland each day, she says it’s well 
worth the benefits. 

‘“There’s a certain peace of mind by living over there,” 
she says apologetically. ‘‘It used to be that even on 
weekends people would see me, and we’d start talking 
about work problems. 

“Now at least I can get completely away from it fora 
while.” 

But in general, she thoroughly enjoys her job. Szabo, 
like many of the people she helps, speaks fluent Spanish. 

She grew up in Panama, and at age 13 came alone to 
the United States to finish her schooling. She graduated 
from Upland High School in 1971 — where she earned the 
nickname ‘‘Sam:”’ 

“I’m not quite sure where it came from,” she says, 
smiling. “I guess no one could really handle a name like 


‘Xenia.’”’ 


Right now she is drawing up the budget for next year.

“We're facing a problem with not having enough rental 
units available in the city,” she said. ‘‘We’re hoping we 


can heip fight that.”

people. 


Through the proposed renovation program and others 
even further down the road, she hopes to be able to help 
more. 


“With Section 8 and similar programs, a person can 
receive assistance without the stigma of living in strictly 
‘ lower-income neighborhood,”’ she said. ‘“‘And that’s at 
east a step in the right direction.” ge. 
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cussion and this dispute has nothing 
to do with the long-term cooperation 
of the law and justice system in the 
county. 

‘But it has a great deal to do with 
the philosophical function of a very 
important program and the start of 
a new program for law and justice 
for this county. 

‘And I believe that this should not 
be a fragmented effort as long as we 
enter this. I believe that the 
philosophical base ... is that I am 
responsible as the chief law official 
for seeing that the laws are carried 
out with an end product ... while see- 
ing that citizens are protected both 
in their persons and their property.” 

Hansberger said, ‘‘I'm troubled 
by the attitude of lack of coopera- 
tion here. I asked several questions 
(of Cramer). I'm troubled as well 
because I never did get answers to 
those questions. 

“I feel he sort of feels the Board 
of Supervisors is an unschooled jury, 
and by just simply making some 
reasonably verbal argument the 
board will buy it.” 

Hill urged the board to pick one of 
the three new alternatives spelled 
out by Rigney on Monday. Depen- 
ding on the alternative, the district 
attorney, Probation Department or 
the county administrative office 
would have been designated 
program coordinator. 

But all three of the plans outlined 
would have kept victim assistance 
under the Probation Department 
and witness assistance through the 
district attorney's office. 

Hill agreed with Cramer that a 
guideline providing 90 percent of the 
funding to victims would 
shortchange assistance for 
witnesses. He recommended that 
$30,000 to $40,000 be allotted for 
witnesses. 

Roy Chapman, presiding judge 0 
county Superior Court, said in a 
memo that the court recommended 
the Probation Department be in 
charge of victim and witness 
assistance, citing the success of its 
victim advocacy program begun in 
1977. 

Cramer said, ‘‘I believe there’s an 
important issue of separation of 
powers in the sense that I don’t 
believe that an arm (the Probation 
Department) of the Superior Court 
should have a direct influence over 
the witnesses.”’ 

However, he added that the long- 
term needs of some victims might 
be met through the Probation 
Department.

‘‘We won’t see the results of our 
program immediately,” Enriquez 
said. ‘‘No miracle can develop 
overnight. We can’t overcome what 
has been built up over decades, but 
we certainly are going to give a 100 
percent effort.”

enter offers array of services

The West End Multi-Service 
Center is the area’s department 
store of social services. 

Four different agencies sharing 
the offices at 316 W. B St. can help 
persons apply for Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) job training and employ- 
ment in both public and private sec- 
tors, evaluate an applicant’s skills 
to help steer him to the job he’s best 
suited for, offer youth counseling or 
offer help — including legal aid — 
for senior citizens. ; 

“It’s really the only referral agen- 
cy to get people into CETA,” 
Willard Jones, the center’s director, 
said. ‘‘The majority of clients who 
come in here are CETA clients. The 
whole idea for setting up the center 
was to give them one place to come 
for all kinds of services ... a depart- 
ment store.” 

The city of Ontario operates the 
main center, according to Jones. 

City Manager Roger Hughbanks 
said the city began operating the 
center in 1975. He said before that 
similar programs were then run by 
the county and Inland Manpower 
Association. 

“‘We got into it because we believ- 
ed far too much money was going 
into the San Bernardino area and not 
to the West End,”’ he said. ‘‘It came 
down to a point of the IMA being 
willing to divert funds directly to the 
West End provided a city down here, 
namely Ontario, would assume 
responsibility for administration 
and bookkeeping.” 

Other agencies at the center are 
the Inland Area Urban League, 
Chino Council of Social Services and 
Senior Citizens Information and 
Referral Service, according to 
Jones. 

All four agencies work in- 
dependently of each other but coor- 
dinate their efforts, Jones said. He 
said CCSS offers youth counseling 


services and the SCIRS can help 
seniors with just about any problem

they may have, including free legal 
services and filling out of medical 
and medicare forms. 

He said the main center and the 
Urban League concentrate on CETA 
employment programs, the center 
through the public sector and the 
Urban League through private 
employers. 

Clients, he said, are tested for job 
skills. Written and practical tests 
are used to determine the client’s 
attitudes, skills and talents, Jones 
said. 

Next, he said, the agency finds job 
training programs or work ex- 
perience programs for the client. He 
said the agency may also help locate 
other available services the client 










































may need, like child day care, basic 
education or English as a second 
language classes. 

‘A lot of those services CETA will 
pay for if they’re necessary to get a 
job,’ Jones said. He said most of the 
center’s services are available 
“free or at low cost.” 

“We're not just skills, a lot of peo- 
ple have skills,” he said. Jones said 
work attitudes are often more im- 
portant than skills. 

‘“‘The whole work attitude thing is 
a problem. Employers will train a 
person but in most cases an 
employer doesn’t want to train 
someone who can’t hold a job,’’ he 
said. 

The jobs the main center finds for 


applicants are CETA jobs for cities, 
the county, special districts or 
social service organizations like 
Aztlan Community Services, accor- 
ding to Jones. 


The Urban League, working out of 
the same offices, handles clients 
looking for jobs from private 
employers, according to Project 
Director Eunice Dunda. ‘‘Ours 
could be a combination of classroom 
and on-the-job training but it’s most- 
ly on-the-job training in the private 
sector,’ she said. 


“Our average daily caseload could 
be 15 to 20 clients a day seeking our 
services, in addition to telephone 
calls,’’ she said.

term investment,” Wight said. 

“To realize a good return on your 
investment, you should plan to hold 
diamonds for a minimum of five 
years and preferably longer.” 

Wight pointed out that diamonds 
have’ increased in value steadily 
over a period of years. 

“Very large and exceptionally 
fine quality stones have appreciated 
as much as 40 percent in the last 
year,” he observed. 

Suppose a person has owned a 
diamond for 10 or 12 years and 
wants to sell it to realize a profit. 
How does he go about it? 

“The resale of diamonds can be 
done by selling them to a private 
buyer or to a dealer,”’ Wight said. 
“Naturally, one would realize a 
better return by selling privately. 

How about a private diamond 
buyer? How does he know he’s 
getting the real McCoy or just a 
piece of glass? 

Wight prefaced his response by 
saying the public at large needs to 
be aware that some of the mail 
order diamond investment 
companies have come under 
government scrutiny. Some are 
being investigated for allegedly 


engaging in misleading advertising. 


in representing the quality of the 
stones they’re selling. 

As for a buyer — whether he’s 
buying from a private party or even 
a dealer — he should have the 
diamond properly appraised’ by a

qualified gemologist, Wight 
emphasized, adding: 

“The buyer should get something 
in writing attesting to the quality 
and value of the stone. This 
appraisal should involve the cutting 
quality of the diamond, the color, 
the clarity and the karat weight, as 
well as the value.”’ 

By and large, Wight noted, a 
diamond should be in the 
neighborhood of a karat or larger to 
be a good investment. He 
acknowledged that some of the 
smaller stones have been valuable 
investments but said larger ones 
usually are better. 

Two reasons diamonds have 
retained their value over the years 
and in all countries are their rarity 
and their portability. 

“Today,’’ he said, ‘‘there’s a 
greater worldwide demand for 
diamonds than ever and yet large, 
fine-quality diamonds have become 
increasingly scarce. This scarcity 
makes for increasing value. 

“As for portability, a person can 
carry a great amount of wealth in a 
very small space.” 

He alluded to instances when 
people have escaped from countries 
carrying a great wealth in diamonds 
in a small pouch around the neck. 

In conclusion, the gemologist said, 
“The best word of advice i can give 
anyone is that if you don’t know 
diamonds, know the person you're 
dealing with.”

problems in romantic love

loves is one of the greatest 

Ssibilities and one of the 
gréatest challenges of 
human existence, says a 
Los Angeles psychologist 
who has written a book on 
the subject. 

Yet so often the high 
hopés and good intentions 
that’flower at the beginning 
ofja relationship are 
bewilderingly replaced with 
s ring and shattered 
dreams. 

The seemingly in- 
estapable conclusion is then 
drawn that romantic love is 
a childish illusion which 
cannot last and is impossi- 
ble f6 achieve and ultimate- 
ly flitile to attempt. 

But this is wrong, says

Dr. Nathaniel Branden, 
author of ‘‘The Psychology 
of Romantic Love,”’ which 
is being released by St. 
Martin’s Press. 

The fault does not lie with 
the validity of romantic 
love, a passion which will 
always haunt men and 
women with longing for its 
fulfillment. 

The problem is rather 
that romantic love requires 
‘“‘more of us, in terms of our 
personal evolution and 
maturity, than we generally 
appreciate.” 

Branden believes the lack 
of self-esteem is central to 
failure in love as well as 
other human suffering, and 
he has found, he says, in 25 
years as a practicing psy- 
chologist, there is a direct 
correlation between 
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5200 North Piaza Lane 
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people’s self-esteem and 
their overall psychological 
well-being. 

“The biggest barrier to 
success in love is doubt as 
to whether one deserves to 
be loved,’ Branden said 
during an interview. 

“You know, we've all 
heard the cliche that if you 
don’t love yourself, you 
can’t love anybody else. 
This is only half true. If you 
don’t love yourself, you 
can’t believe anybody else 
could love you. It’s called 
screwing up a 
relationship.” 

In his book, Branden says 
that most people conscious- 
ly expect to be loved, but oft 
en “the deeper, negative 
feelings are there, 
operating to sabotage ef- 
forts at achieving

fulfillment.” 

If a person believes he or 
she cannot inspire devotion 
for any sustained length of 
time, Branden says, this 
“time bomb’’ will eventual- 
ly provoke the person to 
destroy the relationship. 

This can be done in many 
ways. 

The person may demand 
endless reassurance, 
become possessive and 
jealous, make self- 
deprecating comments, find 
excuses to criticize and re- 
ject, become silent and 
withdrawn or throw up im- 
penetrable barriers. 

If the partner cannot be 
driven away, the one with 
low self-esteem finds a way 
out by deciding that he or 
she has fallen out of love. 

Thus, Branden writes: 
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“The first requirement of 
happiness in romantic love 
is a vision of ourselves that 
contains the rightness of be- 
ing loved, the naturalness of 
being loved, the ap- 
propriateness of being 
loved.”” 

A corollary to the 
problem of low self-esteem, 
Branden says, is the un- 
conscious feeling that one 
does not deserve happiness, 
and that even if joy does 
come in romantic love, 
something terrible will 
happen to take it away. 

‘Happiness, for such 
people,” Branden writes, 
‘ds a potential source of 
anxiety. While they many 
long for it on one level of 
consciousness, they dread it 
on another.’’ Thus, he says, 
when this ‘“‘happiness anx- 
iety’’ occurs, the tendency 
to sabotage the relationship 
arises. 

““When we feel happy, and 
that happiness triggers anx- 
iety and disorientation,’’ 
Branden writes, ‘‘we must 
learn to do nothing — that 
is, to breathe into our 
feelings, to allow them, to 
watch our own process, to 
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enter into the depths of our 
own experience while at the 
same time being a con- 
scious witness to it and not 
be manipulated into behav- 
ing self-destructively. 

“For some individuals,” 
Branden says in the book, 
“the simple act of allowing 
themselves to be happy, 
with the independence and 
self-responsibility that im- 
plies, may be the most 
heroic act life will every 
require of them.” 

Branden admits ‘‘roman- 
tic love can be terrifying,”’ 
since it inevitably triggers 
the -possibility of loss. Dif- 
ficulties arise between men 
and women, he says, when 
they resist admitting how 
much they need each other 
and how important the 
other is to them. 

Since many people ex- 
perience painful feelings of 
rejection in childhood, they 
“know” that love means 
pain, Branden writes. 
Rather than face the fear 
honestly, it is common for a 
couple in love to ‘‘shut 
down’’ and disconnect from 
the depth of their love as a 


protection against things _ 
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not working out. 

When this happens, the 
two rarely express what 
they are actually feeling, 
since we have been taught 
that to lie about fear is to be 
strong, and to admit it is to 
be humiliated. 

“Tt is not the fear of loss 
that destroys us,’’ Branden 
writes. ‘It is denying the 
fear. If we own it, if we ex- 
press it, we discover that 
gradually it disappears. 
And even when it is still 
present, it does not 
manipulate us into behaving 
in ways that sabotage love. 

“But if we make 
ourselves unconscious of it, 
if we deny it, then we 
become its unwitting pawn, 
and we find ourselves 
mysteriously withdrawing 
from our partner or becom- 


ing inappropriately critical | 


or wondering if we do not 
perhaps long for our 
freedom, or practicing 
some other maneuver that 
will subvert our hap- 


piness.”’ 
Romantic love, says 
Branden, is not for 
cowards.

emotionally immature who 
regard the other person as a 
means of avoiding self- 
responsibility. It requires 
“autonomous individuals,” 
Branden says, who ‘‘unders- 
tand that the other people 
do not exist merely to 
satisfy their needs.” 

Autonomous _ individuals 
know how to roll with life’s 
punches, how to respect 
their partner’s ‘‘need to 
follow his or her own 
destiny’’ and be alone 
sometimes.

Sleep disorders puzzle researchers :

Parents fret and compare notes over the puzzling 
incidents. 

Adults — still blushing over the last episode — seek 
professional help. And Dr. Christian Guilleminault 
continues to research the subject. 

Sleep disorders. 

While major disorders such as narcolepsy, which 
results in frequent and uncontrollable desire for sleep 
during daytime hours, can cause loss of jobs and family 
breakups, it’s some of the lesser conditions that still 
perplex the victim, his family and even researchers in 
the field. 

As associate director of the Sleep Disorders Clinic and 
Laboratory at Stanford University Medical School, 
Guilleminault, who is from France, and the staff treat 
hundreds of victims of ‘‘disorders of initiating or main- 
taining sleep.” 

‘Doctors don’t like to say insomnia — it’s not a proper 
term — because nobody really never sleeps,’ says Guil- 
leminault. 

“Then you have disorders where the patient doesn’t 
really complain but others around them complain — if 
you scream in the middle of your sleep, if you sleepwalk, 
talk, if you bed wet, if you grind your teeth or if you 
snore. 

In children under 10 years, more than 30 percent 
sleepwalk at least once in their lives. ‘‘After puberty, 
sleepwalking is really very rare or not as frequent.’’ 


Research also shows sieepwalking is a hereditary 
problem: A father or grandfather also walked, talked or 
wet the bed while asleep. 

The typical scenaric for a child is he will “wake up”’ or 
stand up in bed during the first two hours after he falls 
asleep. He has a glassy look — the eyes are open — he’s 
unresponsive, poorly coordinated and will wander 
around. 

“If you ask questions, he is unresponsive. If you bring 
the child to his bed, usually he will go back with you 
without any problems. And if you don’t do anything, after 
a few minutes he will spontaneously go back to sleep. 

“If you wake the child five minutes after he went 
back to bed, he will tell you ‘nothing happened.’ He is 
just asleep. 

“Tf you ask the child the next morning what happened 
during the night, he will have a complete amnesia. 

What researchers don’t know, is why sleepwalking is 
more common in boys than girls. 

While there’s generally no great danger with the 
youthful sleepwalker, parents do have to check’ his 
surroundings. A room with large windows, for example, 
might require heavy, secure draperies. Guilleminault 
says he has seen a child open a front door but this is rare. 

He says published studies indicate about 1 percent of 
those who walked in their sleep as a child do so as an 
adult. 

And adults follow different patterns. They tend to walk 
outside and their habits appear to fall into three 
categories. 


The rarest type are the violent sleepwalkers: 

“If you want to control them, they display great 
strength — they may jump, run around the room, kick a 
piece of furniture and really hurt themselves. We have 
some who break bones, toes.”’ 

Guilleminault and other sleep researchers believe this 
may stem from some form of epilepsy. 

And often, they will sleepwalk at any time during the 
night and into the early morning hours, a pattern rarely 
exhibited in other sleepwalkers. 


The second type is simlar to children. They will walk 
during the first two hours after the onset of sleep. 


“Usually these people come to the clinic because they 


are ashamed of what they can do — they may go outside 
and sleepwalk naked. Or sleepwalk in hotels. They are 


annoyed because it’s something over which they have no 
control.’’ 


The third group of adults exhibit a different 
commonality — they appear to be in a dream, generally 
one involving some type of catastrophe: the house is 
burning, the bedroom ceiling is falling or a dog is about 
to attack. 

Unlike other sleepwalkers, they don’t suffer from total 
amnesia. 


_ Inthe second and third group, Guilleminault says, the 
pattern of behavior occurs more frequently if the patient 
is under stress during the daytime, exhausted, 
emotionally depressed or physically ill — when the 
body’s defense system is low. 
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A child tucked snugly in bed may not be safe 
from hazards of sleep. Sleepwalking, a disorder 
which perplexes families, may put the loved one ./, 
in the way of injury.

The home, built in 1861, was 
doomed to destruction. until this 
action which was spearheaded by 
Maxine Strane of Cucamonga, 
current president of the Casa de 
Rancho Cucamonga Historical 
Society. 

Through the years, concerned 
individuals have given of their time 
and money to refurbish the only 
burned-brick rancho in the county 

Even when the house was in a 
partial state of disrepair, tours were 
being conducted 

In 1980, the Rains’ Home Is 
nearing its original state when it 
was the home of Dona Merced and 
John Rains 

Due to the increased interest of 
history buffs, the tours have been 
extended from one day a week to 
five — Wednesday through Sunday 
from noon to 4 p.m. Wednesday Is, 
for the most part, reserved for 
school children’s tours, and 

appointments for special tours are 

accommodated 
With the expansion of interest, a 
docent auxiliary was organized in 

March of this year 


The group is called Las Guias, or 
The Guides in Spanish. The docent 
group is limited to 30 members with 
Dorothy Schmidt of Alta Loma as 
current chairman. Other officers 
are: Marge Stamm of Alta Loma, 
vice chairman; Linda Kesig of 
Cucamonga, treasurer: and Sharon 
Garrett of Cucamonga, secretary. 

There is a waiting list for 
prospective docents. and a training 
program for those interested will be 
held this fall, Schmidt said. “Right 
now there are two vacancies in Las 
Guias.”’ she said. Selection of 
docents is made by a membership 
committee 


The docents wear long black 
skirts and crisp white blouses for 
their guide duties. They are well 
informed on the history of the 
Rains’ Home which they relate to 
visitors 


“People coming to see the house 
keep increasing,” Schmidt said 
During the school year, around 400 
school children visit in groups each 
month, and an average of 300 
individuals a month are toured 
through the home 

All guests are invited to sign the 


guest book.

Five days later, Nov. 17, 1862, 
Rains was murdered while driving 
his team to Los Angeles. No one 
was ever brought to trial for the 
crime 

History records, ‘‘All of Southern 
California was shocked by the 
murder. A Los Angeles newspaper 
noted that John Rains had no known 
enemies. A long, sad procession in 
carriages and on foot followed the 
brass band from the Bella Union 
Hotel in Los Angeles where Masonic 
services nad been held, to the 
cemetery on the hill.”’ 

John Rains left his widow with 
four young children .and expecting 
the fifth. Dona Merced faced hard 
times and eventually left the 













rancho. 
The house passed from family to 


family through the years. During ; 


the 1969 flood, it was damaged, then 
left unoccupied for three years. 
During that time, vandals severely 
ransacked the house and property. 

When the county bought the 
rancho, it was with the stipulation 
that funds for restoration work 
would have to come from public 
support. There were 250 individuals 
and groups contributing $3,000, and 
a committee was set up, directed by 
Sharon Stephens, to consolidate 
activities of the restoration. 

From 1971 to the present day, 
volunteers have replastered, 
scraped, sanded, painted, sought out 
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e guests 


donations of furniture befitting the 
era, sewed curtains and raised 
money to pay for new brick work, 
wiring, plumbing and other 
restoration which needed the 
professional touch. : 

The Casa de Rancho Cucamonga 
Historical Society also managed to 
have a caretaker’s apartment and 
public rest rooms constructed on the 
grounds just behind the house.

13-year-old remembered Heim 


School lesson helped save a life

LOS ANGELES — Here’s 
one for you aficionados of 
short, sweet stories with 
happy endings. 

It began a year ago at the 
Magruder School when 
Mary Snow taught seventh 
grader Charlene 
Ziegelmeyer the Heimlich 
‘method. Probably the best 
way ever devised to clear a 
choking person’s windpipe. 

To the teacher, that day’s 
lesson seemed to be at once 
the opening and closing of a 
chapter. 

Because, after 20 years of 
teaching home economics, 
and after all those years of 
never really knowing what, 
if any, impact she’d had on 
her students, that day 
seemed like any other. 

Certainly she knew that 
her girls liked to act out the 
emergency training 
sessions unit. But she had 
no way of knowing that the 
day’s work would be 
prologue to a story that 
would someday restore her 
faith in her profession. 

This story’s action begins 
on a recent Thursday night 
with the main characters, 
the Ziegelmeyer family, 
seated around the dinner 
table. 

Linda Ziegelmeyer was 
eating submarine 
sandwiches with her hus- 
band, 9-year-old son and the 
story’s heroine, Charlene.
